Separation of School and Municipal Government in 
Cities. 

A city cannot enjoin the payment of a war- 
rant drawn on account of the city echool district 
against the county treasurer for an amount fixed 
by the board of education as salary of the city 
superintendent, since the city and city echool dis- 
trict are distinct corporations, and since under 
Pol. Code, § 1793, as amended, authorizing 
the board of education to elect a superinten- 
dent, and to fix the salary of its employes, the 
matter of the superintendent’s salary is under the 


control of the board.—City of San Diego vs. Dauer, 


Cal. 
By Individual Members of Board, 


A school district which has received, retain- 
ed. and used for a long period of time school 
furniture bought for it by the members of the 
school district board, acting separately, without 
any board meeting, must be deemed to haveratified 
the purchase, and must pay for the property so ob- 
tained for its use.—Union School Furniture Co. v. 
School Dist. No. 60, Elk County, Kas. 

The board of directors of a school district 
can act only when assembled in a meeting as such, 
snd neither two nor all can bind the district by a 
contract; and the fact that furniture illegally con- 
tracted for by them is placed in the school-house, 
and used, does not amount to a ratitication by the 
district of their act.—Thomas Kane & Co. v. School 
Dist. of Calboun, Mo. 

Certificate of Qualification. 

An Illinois law provides that no teacher 
shall be entitled to any portion of the common 
s:hool fund, or be employed to teach, who shall not 
at the time of his employment, have a certificate of 
qualification entitling him to teach during the en- 
tire time of bis contract. Held,in an action by a 
teacher to recover for his services, or to recover 
damages for a breach of a contract to teach, plain- 
tiff must affirmatively allege the facts neccessary to 
constitute a compliance with the statute.—Stan- 
hope v. School Directors, II]. 


Power to Discharge Teacher. 


A California law provides that school teachers, 
“when elected, shall be dismissed only for 
violation of the rules of the board of education, or 
for incompetency, unprofessional or immoral con- 
duct. Held, that where a teacher was elected in 
1886, “for the ensuing year,” and continued in her 
position for the two succeeding years without fur- 
ther act of the board, she was not elected for life, 
subject to removal only for cause, but could be dis- 
missed at the end of the year. Marion v. Board of 
Education of City of Oakland, Cal. 

If the board had no power to elect for a 
year then the election was void, and the teacher 
was employed at the pleasure of the board, subject 
to be discharged, as any other employe, without a 
fixed term of employment.—Marion v. Board of 
Education of City of Oakland. (Cal.) 

Where a teacher who has been dismissed 
brings an action against the school board for dam- 
ages, the grounds for dismissal cannot be shown by 
the board as a justification of their action, unless 
they have complied wi'h the legal clause providing 
that “no teacher shall be dismissed without due 
notice, and on good cause shown.”—School District 
of Huerfano County v. McComb, Colorado. 

Toe report of the committee to which the 
board of education has referred a recommendation 





for the dismissal of a teacher stated that the com- 
mittee “submit a resolution that she be removed.” 
The board voted on the question “whether the 
board should adopt said report,” and it was decided 
in the affirmative by a three-fourths vote of all the 
members, but no direct vote was taken on the 
removal. Held, that there was asufficient compli- 
ance with Laws providing that any teacher may be 
removed by the board of education, but only by a 
vote of three-fourths of all the members of said 


board. People v. Board of Education of New 
York. 


Selection of Text-books. 

A Missouri act provides for the appoint- 
ment of a school-book commission, which is 
required to select text-books on certain specified 
subjects, and to make contracts for supplying such 
books to the pupils. Held, that such duties are 
not a “supervision of instruction,” within the said 
article, providing that the supervision of in- 
struction in the public schools, shall be vested in a 
state board of education.—State v. Bronson, Mo. 

Preleminary Proceedings. 

Where the school law requires the directors 
at their first annual meeting in each year to ascer- 
tain by the precise means specified therein the rate 
of tax to be collected during the year for school 
purposes, and keep a minute thereof, a school tax 
assessed without such meeting and ascertainment 
is illegal, and a warrant for its collection is an ab- 
solute nullity.—Irvin v. Gill, Pa. 


GOOD SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


HOW PLANNED ANU HOW BEST OBTAINED. 


Every citizen is interested in this question. The 
answer will be as various as the individuals. 

It must be insisted upon that it is not the per- 
fection of the grade or the earnestness and fidelity 
of the teacher,or the costly appliances or the 
beauty of the school building that solve the ques- 
tion completely. These are not the foundatious. 
The corner stone, the one thing needful, the very 
beginning is and must always be pure air. 

The human body is a machine and in some re- 
spects must be treated like a machine in order to 
get the best work out of it; it must be cared for and 
put in the very best and highest state of efficiency. 
If you light a candle and put it ina closed glass 
vessel, in a short time it will begin to grow pale 
and burn dimly and continue to burn dimmer until 
the light goes out entirely. Every school boy can 
tell that the reason is that the light has exhausted 
the oxygen in the air and the flame has gone out in 
consequence. 

The human body needs oxygen quite as much as 
the lighted candle. The biood contists of a thin 
watery substance, called the serum, in which floats 
multitudes of little red sacks, called red corpuscles. 
These forced by the action of the heart, are carried 
to every portion of the body through the arteries. 
Then they begin their return journey. 

Every action of the muscle resultsin waste. The 
process is akin to grains of powder laid side by side 
When the nerve force excites the musles to action, 
bits of muscular tissue are used up and left along in 
its length. It isthe function of the red corpuscles 
in the blood to pick un this waste. You may see 
the whole process under a microscope by studying 
the circulation in a frog’s leg or in any exposed 
piece of very thin tissue. 

Toe red corpuscle when it starts on its return 
journey is a very flabby sack. Ags it courses 
through the veins on its return it comes across a 
bit of waste muscle that has been thrown off by 
the act of exertion which the nerve has compelled 
it to perform, for as we said before, this action of 
the nerves is not a wave like an electric impulse, 
but rather such an effort as would be produced by 
the explosion of tiny grains of gun-powder, laid side 
by side, each one leaving a portion of unconsumed 
carbon behind it. The red corpuscle has a mouth 
much like that of a bag, closed by what our moth- 
ers used to call “a puckering string.” When it 


finds this waste carbon the red corpuscle turns its 
mouth to it and picks up the waste. It does this 
until it is filled. Then itis no longer flabby and 
collapsed but it is round and full. It is, too, no 
longer red, but having filled itself with carbon it is 
black. This is why the blood in the veins is always 
black, while that in the arteries is red. 

The red corpuscles being now loaded with waste 
it starts back to the heart from whence it is 
pumped into the lungs, for this is the offica of the 
heart, it issimply a force pump to send the black, 
impure blocd, loaded with waste material in the 
system into the jung on the one hand, and to take 
away the bright, red, pure blood on the other hand 
after the lungs have cleansed it. 

This is the way the cleansing process is per- 
formed. When the red corpuscles with their load 
of freight enter the lungs they pass on one side of 
a wall, composed of a thin membrane, and on the 
other side of this membrane is an air passage. The 
lungs are like sponges, filled with innumerable 
holes so that when we take a full breath we drive 
the air inte all of the passages, and bring every par- 
ticle of blood on the other side of this thin mem- 
brane in contact with the air. Now a wonderful 
thing happens. The oxygen ip the air enters 
through the membrane, unites in some unexplained 
way with this waste in the red corpuscles, and 
becomes carbonic acid gas. This passes into the 
air cells and is breathed out so that the air in com- 
ing into the lungs is charged with oxygen and on 
going out is charged with carbonic acid gas. Of 
course this gas will not support life, for all that 
made it capable of supporting life, has been taken 
out of it in the act of breathing. The red corpus- 
cles having been thus cleansed have lost their dark 
color and have become bright red and are now in 


their collapsed and shrunken condition.

AMONG BOARDS OF EDUCATION. 


The fact that there are several physicians in New 
York City who are school trustees seems innocent 
enough in itself, but several objections have lately 
been urged against the appointment of physicians. 
It is claimed that this custom has an indirect way 
of cheating the city out of considerable time to 
which it is entitled. The objection to pbysiciens 
as trustees, is that it is possible for them profes- 
sionally to decide that a patient is too ill to attend 
school and then officially excuse her absence with 
full pay. 

When the president of the Worcester, Mase, 
school board announced his committees he met 
with opposition. The board made a number of 
changes.

SCHOOL BOARD NEWS. 


The state of Texas is behind in its payment to 
the city schools of Dallas to the amount of 
$32,929.79. 

The Faribault plan has been adopted by Luther- 


ans in some Michigan towns, especially in Saginaw, 
county. 


Sacramento, Cal. A resolution was adopted au- 
thorizing the President and Secretary to draw on 
the County Superintendent for moneys due the 
city for school purposes. 

The Chicago, I1l., school board has begun a cru- 
sade against the employment of children under 14 
years of age in large factories. 

The question arose recently in the Oakland, Cal. 
board of education as to who should name the 
teachers, the principal, and the individual members 
of the board, or the whole board. No satisfactory 
conclusion was reached. 

A New Haven, Conn., paper says: “We feel 
moved to say that New Haven wants the best 
teachers whether they are town born or Kalamazoo 
born. We know very well that New Haven has her 
full share of people of pedagogic talent and training, 
but it is possible that by the same accident a good 
teacher may be born and trainedelsewhere. If our 
sagacious board of education discovers any such, 
and feels that the schools of New Haven would be 
benefited by their importation they ought to import. 

At Winona, Minn., the board has been asked to 
decide whether teachers shall hold their meetings 
on Saturday mornings or Friday afternoons. Until 
now they have met on Saturdays. The question 
remains undecided as the board could not agree. 

The board of education of Guelph, Canada, at its 
annual meeting voted $10 to each newspaper repor- 
ter for faithful services during the past year. 

At the annual meeting of the New York state as- 
sociation school commissioners and superintendents 
it was recommended that there be a reduction of 
commissioner districts within reasonable limits; 
that school commissioners’ ealaries beincreased to 
$1,500; and that asalary be paid toschool trustees. 

The township school fund case now argued in 
the supreme court of Indiana is one to test the 
constitutionality of the act requiring township 
trustees to return to the state treasury aj] unex- 


pended balances at the end of the fiscal school 
year. 


New Orleans has abolished corporal punishment. 

The attorney general of Montana has decided 
against the use of the Bible in the public schools. 

Bridgeton, N. J., recently celebrated the opening 
of a new school building by a parade, concert and 
all day celebration. 

The Fergus Falls, Minn., board of education has 
decided to try a midwinter vacation of six weeks. 
Two reasons are assigned for it. Economy in heat- 
ing and the claim that the smaller children can at- 
tend better in June than January. The change is 
not favorably received by parents. 


The Detroit school board charges the Mayor of 
that city for the delay in the sale of $300,000 school 
bonds. 

The Detroit school board bought $300 worth of 
scientific apparatus from the Detroit Pharmacal 
Co., of which President Seely of the school board is 
vice-president. ‘This caused a discussion in the 
press as to the propriety of allowing a member of 
the board to sell goods for school use. Mr. Seely 
said that his company had merely acted as import- 
ing agents and hence no impropriety. 

The deadlock on the election of a president for 
the Louisville, Ky., school board still continues. 

The circuit court of Springfield, Ill., in an impor- 
tant case, affecting the city schools was decided 
against the school board. When the city a few 
years ago abandoned its special charter and went 
under the genera) law, the board of education was 
not included in the transfer, and since that time it 
has been acting as of old. Last year's quo warran- 
to proceedings were secured calling on the board to 
show cause why it should not be ousted from its 
position. The case was decided against the board, 
but it will be appealed. 

Lyman Bryan, the newly elected treasurer of the 
Newport, Ky., school board has been obliged to 
get posession of the office through legal proceedinge. 

The Findlay, O, school board opens its meetings 
with devotional exercises. 

The Buffalo, N, Y., school board has asked the 
council for $621,500 for new echool buildings. 

The New York City board ef education adopted 
suitable resolutions on the death of President 
Adolph L. Sanger. The proceedings appeared in 
black border. 

The school board of Baltimore estimates the cost 
of maintaining its public echools this year at $1,150,- 
815. Last year, $1,053,676. 

The comparative cost per pupil per month in 
schools of the sixteen leading cities of Iowa is as 
follows: Burlington, $1.69; Cedar Rapids, $1.37; 
Council Bluffs, $1.70; Davenport, $1.80; Dubuque, 
$1.44; East Des Moines, $1.72; North Des Moines, 
$2.19; West Des Moines, $2.22; Manchester, $1 56; 
Marshaltown, $2.09; Muscatine, $1.73; Sioux City, 
$1.91; East Waterloo, $1.55; West Waterloo, $1.52; 
Winterset, $1.57. 

The Chicago board of education contemplates an 
extended revision of its rules. One of the new 
rules provides that all new departures must first be 
recommended by the superintendent. Another 
new rule provides that the question of new school 
sites must be first considered by the superintendent. 
His approval must be secured before the board can 
vote for a site. Still another proposed change pro- 
vided for in the new rules is that all supervisors of 
special studies and all special teachers are made 
responsible directly to the superintendent and all 
the chairmen of such committees on special studies 
are made members of the central committee on 
school management. 

The Chicago board of education wiil expend this 
year $5,384,000 for maintaining the schools, includ- 
ing new buildings. 

The New York State Association of School Com- 
missioners and Superintendents passed resolutions 
favoring the township system. 

A Los Angeles, Cal., paper denounces some of the 
ill-heated schools of that city as “ice palaces,” 
created by the school board. 

The Eau Claire, Wis., board of education has 
found out that a member can not be employed by 
the board and draw pay for services thus rendered. 

The San Francisco board has appointed a com- 


mittee to investigate the cigarette evil among pu- 
pils with a view of eradicating it.

New Bedford, Mass., purchased 100 outline maps 
of North America, 25 Woods’ First Natural History 
Reader, 50 Woods’ Second Natural History Reader, 
Potter’s Geography, Huxley’s Physiograpby, Rick- 
off’s Numbers applied, Johnston’s Historical, Polit- 
ical and Physical Geography, 42 National Second 
Music Reader, 60 Holmes’ Second Reader, 50 Nat- 
ional Second Music Reader. 

The St. Louis school board paid Porter & Coates 
$5,500, one-half of its full claim for books. 

The State board of education of Oregon will meet 
in January, 1895, to adopt booksforsix years. The 
state superintendent will next September send a 
circular letter to the County superintendents and 
members of the state board of examiners requesting 
them to indicate their preferences on text books. 
A majority of votes will mean adoption.

The proposition to revise the histories was post- 
poned for consideration at the next meeting, which 
will be held in Los Angeles, the second week in 
April. 

PUBLISHING HOUSE ASSIGNS. 


A WELL-KNOWN BOSTON CONCERN FORCED 
TO SUSPEND BUSINESS. 


The D. Lothrop Co., publishers, Boston, Maes., 
has been compelled to make an assignment for the 
benetit of creditors. Louis D. Brandeis No. 220 
Devonshire street, is the assignee selected, and he 
has accepted the trust and taken possession of all 
the company’s property. A corpsof assistants will 
be employed to make an inventory of the assets, 
after which Mr. Brandeis will prepare his state- 
ment, and then the creditors will be presented 
with the facts. The liabilities are $200,000 and the 
assets nominally the same, but the assets, when re- 
duced to a cash value, are subjected to great 
shrinkage. D. Lothrop was the strenght and guid- 
ing hand of the business, and since his death com- 
plications have arisen which, coupled with the dull 
trade that prevailed, caused the company’s assign- 
ment to become inevitable. The company is organ- 
ized under the laws of Massachusetts, and was 
known as a close corporation, the stock being held 
by the Lothrops and their friends. 

The ScHoot Boarp JourRNAL has learned on good 
authority that the liabilities will be about $225,000. 
Principal losses will be among paper dealers, book- 
binders, lithographers and banks. Publishers of 
newspapers will be but slight losers. The assets 
are largely stock in trade and plates. The large 
creditors number about thirty.

TIMELY ANTICIPATION, 


The usual excuse, in quarters where 
school houses are urgently needed, is that 
the necessary funds are not at command. 
This, on the face of it is a most valid excuse. 
When a board of education or a city coun- 
cil is without sufficient means it necessarily 
follows that needed expenditures can not be 
made. 

No one can, however, deny, that a great 
country like the United States ought to be 
able to provide ample school facilities. 
That permits of no argument. If the public 
school system is to remain the subject of 

$1.00; oast and pride, we must sustain it prop- 
per & “he one hundred thousand children, 
$1.13/¢ CoM sherred from its blessings can well 


claim that a crime has been committed 
against them, the real perpetrators of which 
not only go unpunished, but even go out 
uncensured. The difficulties which beset 
growing communities in adjusting their mu- 
nicipal affairs, the wailings of a penurious 
tax payer, the periodica! cry for economy in 
public expenditures, etc., furnish the breast- 
works of defense for weak and shirking offi- 
cials. 

A reasonable anticipation of public needs 
solves the difficulty. A liberal estimate of 
the natural growth of a community, timely 
legislation, sufficient taxation, will obviate 
crowded and dilapitated school houses. 

This should have the earnest attention of 
every school official. 


THE POWER OF SCHOOL COMMITTEES 


In Massachusetts a so-called School Com- 
mittee is a body whose functions are practi- 
cally the same as those of school boards or 
boards of education elsewhere. While 
school committees usually form a portion of 
school boards, in Massachusetts a school 
committee means the entire body and any 
divisions of the same are known as sub- 
committees. 

The powers and limitations of the school 
committees are about the same as similar 
bodies elsewhere, as will be seen from a 
report made by chairman W. F. Whitcher, 
of the Malden school committee. In answer 
to a complaint on part of the citizens against 
inadequate school accomodations the com- 
mittee disclaims responsibility and states 
that a number of Massachusetts cities had 
asked the state legislature to define the 
powers and duties of school committees, 
without, however, receiving any redress. It 
defines school committees as follows: 

“1. It is anirresponsible body. No mem- 
ber of it is bound by oath or otherwise. 

2. It may make such expenditures as it 
sees fit within or outside appropriations of 
the city council, and the city must pay or 
declare the schools closed. 

3. In the matter of expenditure there is 
nowhere veto power or check 
action of the committee. Is this wise and 
safe? 

4. The committee has only limited power 
over the school buildings, no authority what- 
ever to make minor repairs on the same, and 
only by courtesy control of janitors. It 
may well be asked if this is fair and in the 
line of sound public policy.” 

The limited powers of school boards or 
committees is everywhere one of the chief 
causes for lack of school accommodations. 
No city council takes that deep interest in 
the welfare of the schools as do the school 
authorities.

Only too often a school house 
is looked upon by the city council as simply 
a public building on a par with fire engine 
houses, police stations, etc. A reform is 
necessary, and the first step must be taken 
by school boards and committees. Any in- 
creased powers gained by them will mean so 
much abrogation of authority on the part of 
city councils.

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SCHOCL BOOK SENSATION IN CANADA. 


The past month in Canada has been full of start- 
ling disclosures affecting the Minister of Education 
and a so-called school book ring which has the mo- 
nopoly of publishing the readers — disclosures 
which threaten to stop the sale of the books and 
prevent their use in the schools of the province, 
because the Minister of Education is alleged to 
have been guilty of literary piracy in their compi- 
lation. 

The facts, as near as a School Board Journal cor- 
respondent has learned them, are about as follows: 
Some years ago provincial authorizations, or what 
might be termed state adoptions in this country, 
were made of three series of readers, leaving it op- 
tional with school boards to make their own selec- 
tions. These were the Canadian Readers, an adap- 
tation of a Scotch series published by Gage & Co., 
Toronto; the Royal Readers, of the well known 
Nelson & Sons, of Edinburgh, Ont., and the Royal 
Canadian Readers, being got out by the Canada 
Publishing Co., Toronto. These three publishers 
having been turned loose to fight it out, immediate- 
ly marshaled their hosts and sent out their emissa- 
ries, who invaded every town and skirmished in 
every school section, till the celebrated War of 
Readers became such a nuisance that irate trustees 
and disgusted parents threatened to mob the next 
book agent who came along. 

When Mr. Ross became Minister of Education 
some ten years ago, he withdrew the three sets of 
readers from authorization, and proceeded to make 
up a composite set from books of each. The first 
and second parts of the First Book, the Second and 
Third books were to be taken from the Gage series, 
the Fourth and Fifth books from the Canada Pub- 
lishing Company, and the High School Reader from 
the Nelson’s. The contract was then awarded to 
these firms for a period of ten years, the same ex- 
piring this year. 

This arrangement has been considered a monop- 
oly, and one in which the Minister is said to be 
financially interested. Other publishers had offered 
to publish the book at a lower price. 

C. Burnett & Co., publishers of London, Eng., 
owners of the copyrights of the works of the Rev. 
Norman Mcleod, deceased, have brought an action 
for infringement against the Minister of Educa- 
tion. The particular piece on which proceedings 
are now taken is “I’m a Merry Squirrel,”’ appearing 
in the Second Reader. Action will also be brought 
against the three publishing houses. A demand of 
$5,000 and a surrender of the entire stock of books 
now in hands of the Minister of Education and the 
publishers, which is very large, is made. 

To make matters more interesting Gage & Co. 
have brought proceedings against Nelson & Sons, 
publishers of the High School Readers, claiming 
that this book contains several selections from 
Ruskin’s work, which are the property of the 
Gage’s, 

The publishers are in hopes that in case of a 
defeat in the courts the government will protect 
them against loss. This, however, is doubted by 
some. On the whole, the outcome will be watched 
with considerable interest.

THE TUITION FEE QUESTION. 


The De'evan, Pa., board of school controllers 
have decided to collect tuition fees in advance 
hereafter: The rate is $4 per month. 

The question of rebating or allowing non-residents 
who have children in the schools credit on tuition 
to the amount of tax paid by them in the city was 
talked over by the Kingman, Kans., board and was 
finally referred to a special committee. 

The Lansing, Mich., school board will raise the 
price of tuition charged foreign students. Foreign 
pupils in the high school pay 40 cents, and those 
below that grade 25 cents a week, making the total 
cost for one year’s attendance to each foreign pupil 
$15.60 and $9.75 for the high school and lower 
grades respectively. The average yearly expense 
per capita for resident children is $29.74 in the high 
school and $18 50 in the primary department, which 
figures seem plainly te indicate that foreign pupils 
are receiving their educstion in that city at the 
expense of the taxpayer by about one half. 

The Shenandoah, Pa., school board decided that 
people residing out of the town be permitted to use 
the library upon payment of $2 per year in advance. 


Fargo, N. D. Board fixed tuition fee at $1 per 
year. 


Gladstone, Mich. Tuition in high school was 
fixed at $1 and in other departments at 50 cents per 
month for non-resident, pupils. 

The question of tuition fee for non-resident 
pupils received attention at the meeting of the 
Portlaed, Ore., school board. The number of per- 
sons coming in from various parts of the country to 
enjoy the benefits of the public schools is yearly 
growing larger. Many people take in pupils to 
board for the work they do out of school hours, and 
come to live with relatives and go to school. The 
board is inclined to give all orphans and poor 
children achance to get an education, and even 
where there is any doubt as to the ability of parents 
to pay for tuition they favor educating the child- 
ren, but when the parents of children are well able 
to pay for their schooling the board thinks they 
ought todoso. The father of one pupil presented 
was said to be worth $100,000. All such applications 
were referred to a clerk for investigation. 

At Pulaski, Ill., on motion of I. N. Rankin, the 
tuition for German was fixed at 50 cents a month. 

At Toledo, O., the rate of tuition for all over 
21 was fixed at 22.50 for the term of twenty weeks. 

Minneapolie, Minn, All city high schools will 
bereafter be free to all scholars throughout the 
state. 

Wellington, Kas. It was decided to let those 
whose parents have claims in the Strip to attend 
without paying a tuition fee. 

Lincoln, Neb. It was decided to charge non- 
residents $24 per annum for attendance at the high 
school, This does not include books. 


The Ann Arbor, Mich., school board has order- 
ed a fee of $1 for each student in laboratory work 
to be paid. 

Leavenworth, Kans. 


High school tuition fixed 
at $20 a year. 


CORPORAL PUNISHMENT. 


ITS PRESENT STATUS IN THE UNITED STATES 
AND ABROAD. 

Corporal punishment is forbidden by state law 
only in the State of New Jersey. There is no pen- 
alty affixed but a teacher may undoubtedly be re- 
moved for violation of the law. 

So far as can be ascertained, corporal punishment 
is not forbidden by the rule or regulation of any 
state board or superintendent. 

The teacher is enjoined to exercise judgment and 
moderation in punishment, by instruction of state 
superintendent in Illinois. But this may always be 
considered as implied, whether specifically expressed 
or not. 

The law of Washington subjects a teacher who 
administers undue or severe punishment, or inflicte 
punishment on the head or face, to a fine not 
exceeding $100. 


Citres.—Corporal punishment is forbidden in 
New York City, Syracuse, N. Y., Clevelsnd, O., (ex- 
cept in boys’ schools, i. e., for incorrigibles,) Toledo, 
O., Oshkosh, Wis., Chicago, Ill., New Orleans, La. 

In Philadelphia corporal punishment is not re- 
sorted to, but there is no regulation against it; 
simply disused. 

Board of education of Newark, N. J., permits 
principals to inflict corporal punishment, for willful 
insubordination (state law notwithstanding.) 

In Keokuk, Ia, the written consent of the parent 
must be obtained. 

Many cities provide that no one but principals 
shall inflict corporal punishment. Several prohibit 
it as to girlsonly. It is a general rule that each 
case be reported to the superintendent with details, 

Foreicn Countries.—England.—Local controi 
in matter of punishment. Corporal punishment is 
very generally employed, but is guarded in many 
wséy3. The London board prohibits any but head 


teachers from inflicting it, and requires a detailed 
record of each case. 


France.—Corporal punishment is strictly prohib- 
ited. 

Norway .—Corporal punishment is on no account 
to be inflicted on girls over ten years of age. 

Denmark.—Four strokes of the ruler is the ex- 
treme limit allowed by law in any one case. 


German Empire.—The different states permit 
corporal punishment, but it is generally hedged in 
with limitations—is not encouraged. In the grand 
duchy of Saxony girls are exempt, as are also all 
children in the two lowest grades. In Anhalt girls 
may be punished only in extreme cases. Only a 
slender cane may be used in any case, which must 
not be held in the hand except when used for 
punishment, In Bremen children under eight 
years may not be whipped. The approval of the 
principal must be obtained for the punishment, 
which is never to be administered before the 
assembled clases. In Hamburg the cane is kept 
under lock and key and can be obtained only from 
the principal. The severe punishment (there are 
two grades) must not be inflicted upon children 
under eight, or upon weak and sickly children. In 
Hessen only a slender stick may be used. Girls 
and children in the first two grades are exempt. 
In Lubeck girls and weakly children are exempt. 
In Oldenburg girls and weakly children under eight. 
And s0 on. 

A record is nearly always required to be kept. 
There are often two degrees of punishment. ‘the

PENSIONING TEACHERS. 
A BILL PROVIDING FOR SUPERANNUATED TEACHERS 


At the last meeting of the New York City board 
of education the committee appointed to prepare a 
bill for superannuated teachers reported in sub- 
stance the following: 

The board of education of the City of New York 
is hereby given the general care and management. 
of the public school teachers’ pension fund created 
by this act. The Comptroller of the City of New 
York shall hold all money belonging to said fund 
and invest and pay it out as directed by the said 
board of education. 

Such board of trustees shall have charge of and 
administer said fund, as it shall deem more benifi- 
fiial to said fund,and is empowered to make all 
necessary contracts and take all necessary and 
proper proceedings in the premises, and to make 
payments from said fund of pensions granted in 
pursuance of this act, and shall from time to time, 
establish such rules and regulations for the admin- 
istration of the teachers’ pension fund as they may 
deem best. And the Comptroller of the City of 
New York shall report in detail to the board of 
aldermen of the City of New York, annually, in the 
month of January, the condition of said fund, and 
the items of the receipts and disbursements on 
account of the same. 

The teachers’ pension fund herein provided for 
shall consist of the following, together with the in- 
terest and income thereof: 

1. All fines imposed by the board of education 
upon public school teachers for purposes of disei- 
pline; and all unexpended balances of money 
appropriated for salaries of public school teachers. 

2. Al morey, pay, compensation, or salary, or 
any part thereof, forfeited, deducted, or withheld 
from any teacher cr teachers for and on account of 
absence from duty from any cause. The clerk of 
the board of education shall certify monthly to the 
Comptroller the amounts deducted from the salar- 
ies of teachers during the preceding month for any 
cause. 

3. All moneys received from donations, legacies, 
gifts, bequests or otherwise, for and on account of 
said teachers’ pension fund. 

4. Allsuch other methods of increment as may 
be duly and legally devised for the increase of said 
fund. 

On and after the passage of this act the board of 
education of the City of New York shall, by its by- 
laws, provide that no absence of any teacher shall 
be excused with pay, unless said teacher shal! have 
been in the permanent service of said board as a 
teacher during a period aggregating fourteen years. 
But said board of education shall have power to 
excuse with full pay, on application to that effect 
by the boards of school trustees for the several 
wards of, the City of New York, teachers who shall 
have, as above prescribed, completed a fourteen 
years’ period of service, to an extent not to exceed 
one hundred school days in the aggregate. Said 
allowance of one hundred days being understood to 
commence to run from and after the passage of this 
act, regardless of any excuse for absence heretofore 
granted by said board. Said board of education 
shall have power, by a majority vote of all its mem- 
bers, and after a recommendation to that effect 
shall have been made by the City Superintendent 
of Schoo!s, stating specgically his reasons, to retire 
any female teacher who shall have been in the ser- 
vice of said board as a teacher during a period ag- 
gregating thirty-five years, and to retire any male 
teacher who shall have been in the service of said 
board as a teacher during a period agregating forty 
years. 

The board of education is hereby given the power 


to use both the principal and the income on said 
fund for the payment of pansions asin its discre- 
tion may seem best, and shall have power from 
time to time to vary the amount of pensions of all 
beneficiaries of said fund, provided only that all 
beneficiaries shall receive the same rate of pension. 


The board of education shall have power to pro- 
vide for the appointment of temporary teachers, to 
be known as regular substitute teachers, whose 
duty it shall be to fill the positions temporarily of 
teachers absent for any cause, and to perform such 
other duties as said board of education may re- 
quire. But the total number of such regular sub- 
stitute teachers shall not exceed a total constitut- 
ing one for every twenty permanent teachers em- 
ployed in the service; and said regular substitute 
teachers shall receive pay for their services at a 
rate not to exceed one dollar and twenty cents for 
each day of actual service. Said board of educa- 
tion shall anually present to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment a statement of the number of 
such regular substitute teachers required for the 
ensuing year, based upon the method of estimate 
herein provided for, as well as a statement of the 
amount of money required for their salaries. And 
said board of estimate and apportionment is hereby 
empowered to place to the credit of said board 
of education such sums as may be applied for, 
under the provisions of this act for the payment of 
such salaries, as well as all other salaries provided 
to be paid to school teachers in the City of New 
York by the by-laws of said board of education. 

The vity superintendent of schools, the assistant 
superintendents, the president, and the professsors 
and tutors of the college of the city of New York, 
the president and professors and tutors in the Nor- 
mal college shall be considered as coming under 
the category of teachers for the purpose of confer- 
ring upon them such advantages as are prescribed 
for teachers, when retired by the vote of the board 
of education of said city, 


THEY GOT THE CONTRACT. 


The School House Construction Co., of Peoria, 
Ill., has just been awarded the contract for making 
plans for a $12,000 school building, at Gilman, Ill. 
The board visited several places before employing 
the Company and after considering the amount of 
money it had to expend, it came to the conclusion 
that the above named company, which makes 
school house construction a specialty, could do far 
better than general architects and contractors. 
The board also adopted the Dixon Dry Closet, and 
the heating and ventilating system used by the 
School House Construction Co. The Gilman school 
board in their thorough examination stumbled upon 
several valuable and interesting facts. It found 
that expensive mistakes had been made by other 
boards and that it was well to profit by the experi- 
ience of specialists, whose thought and attention 
had been solely given to that important factor in 
civilization, perfect school houses. Those who 
have served on building committees in city coun- 


cils and boards of education know well the vexa- 
tious and expensive alterations that have to be 
made oftentimes after the building is actually com- 
pleted and ready for occupancy. They have learn- 
ed that a school house once built wrong is wrong 
always.

BOOK REVIEWS.

THE CONTENTS OF CHILDREN’S MINDS. By Pres’t. G. Stan- 
ley Hall. New York: E. L. Kellogg & Co, Limp cloth, 25 
cents. 


Tabulated results of extended observations and 
questionings conducted for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the concepts of children on entering school. 
The observations were made in different localities, 
in cities and in the country, affording interesting 
and suggestive comparisons, and giving an insight 
into the working of children’s minds. The conclusion 
is reached that at six years of age the average child 
has acquired more actual knowledge than the aver- 
age student acquires in a full university course of 
study. Country children in practical knowledge 
are superior to children in the city. The children 
in Kansas City know more usable facts than the 
children of Boston, The strange ideas and fanciful 
notions that children sometimes have, are made the 
subject of some interesting paragraphs. It is an 
exceedingly interesting little book and will be help- 
ful to primary teachers in studying the individual- 
ity of their pupils, and forming a correct idea of 
the material on which they are working. 

COMPLETE HISTORY OF THE UNITED STATES. By Ed- 

ward §. Ellis, A.M. Philadelphia: Porter, Coates. 

Our young people cannot be made too familiar 
with the history of our country. This is a contri- 
bution to that end, intended to be a clear grouping 
of historical incidents, with topics to be elucidated 
by the learner, subjects for composition and dis- 
cussion, without foot notes or unimportant inci- 
dents to distract attention. There are series of 
questions designed to lead to an exhaustive study 
of the subject.

Anything like connected stories in the 
exercises would interfere with the learning of 
words in the abstract. It may be that children 
learn the little story in a reading lesson without 
getting a definite impression of the words used. 
Here the object is to have the children obtain defi- 
nite ideas of the form and use of the words without 
having their attention drawn from the words by 
interest in the story. It will be admitted that the 
experiment is worth trying.

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DISPROPORTIONATE SCHOOL SEATING. 
(Continued from Last Issue.) 


Other instances of the same sort might be cited, 
and I doubt not even better examples of this 
method of seating children. Buta few illustrations 
of the necessary result of such school-seating are 
enough. It is possible, 1 am positive, to demon- 
strate that the majority of school-girls are not 
only subjected to this system of seating, but are 
suffering in consequence, and that, too, in very 
many instances, seriously. 

Some may think that the heights compared in 
any one room are only extremes, and that it is an 
unfair comparison; but if the school records are 
consulted it will be found that there are as many 
grouped about the extremes of age as about any of 
the intermediate years: The objection is an ap- 
parent, not a real one. 

Let any one go through the school-rooms and see 
as in a well remembered instance, a child sitting 
upright on the seat, having the chin on a level 
with the desk, and next hera gir! in the same-sized 
desk and chair, with the desk so far from the eyes 
when sitting upright that it was impossible for her 

ith good eyesight to distinctly see the printed 

lm. and the impression will be a Jasting one. 

2. The effect of this disproportion between 
child and seat is that faulty positions are assumed 
in sitting, and later in standing. These faulty 
positions may be resolved into a deviation of the 
spine. 

1. Anteriorly 


or ) in whole or in part. 
2. Posteriorly 


3. Laterally, or without a twist. 

4. Elevation of the shoulders, or a combination 
of these four positions. 

The actual number of positions is great, but 
they may all be resolved into the above simple 
classification. 

1. The desk may be too high for the child's sit- 
ting height. 

2. The seats may be too high or too low for the 
child’s lower leg. 

3. The seats may be too long or too short for the 
thigh. 

4. The distance of the seat from the desk may 
be too short or too long. 

4. There may be no foot-rest for the feet. 

A large number of combinations of these poor 
adjustments may be made, and for each combina- 
tion there will result a characteristic malposition. 

Rising from seats and desks not suited to the 
child will cause bad habits of standing. Bad posi- 
tions in sitting are conducive to the assumption of 
faulty attitudes in standing. 

3. What is the effect of repeat- 
ediy assuming faulty attitudes? 
The answer is— 

1. A tendency to perma- 
nency in the malposition. 














2. Asubsequent exaggeration of the malposition. 

3. A fixation of this exaggerated malposition; 
in other words, a permanent deformity. 

In school children we have to deal with a dévol- 
oping skeleton, a spine that isin process of growth; 
it is yet soft, impressionable, can be molded. As 
long as the weight of the trunk and shoulders and 
head falls on the spine symmetrically, only a pos- 
terior bending will appear. This has been demon- 
strated. Tne moment this symmetrical impression 
is changed to an asymmetrical one by faulty posi- 
tion, that moment harm may be done; the bones 
and ligaments may be moulded and grow into dis- 
torted shapes. 

One of the factors which has been determined as 
necessary to the formation of a lateral curvature in 
many instances is present in the seats and desks of 
the school rooms. There is presented a constant 
invitation, unrecognized as such by the child, and 
unconsciously accepted,—an invitation to hold the 
spine out of plumb. 

The masses of children in tbe schools of the large 
cities in this country are weak, not strong. It has 
been impossible to demonstrate that beginning 
lateral curves do exist in the 3,500 children of the 
schools examiued, because of the impracticability 
of examining each child nude. But some of the 
conditions determined upon by orthopedic sur- 
geons as causative of this deformity are present in 
full force, and the experience of those seeing many 
instances of beginning lateral curvature justifies 
the opinion that in very many of the children in 
these schools the initial stage of lateral curvature 
is present.
